the road most seveiely da¬ 
maged. 

Floodwaters which surged 
four feet over the road Satur¬ 
day night washed away large 
sections of the road between 
Wrigley and Leisure. Heavy 
rains again Sunday afternoon 
sent the creek surging over 
the road a second time, caus¬ 
ing further undermining, and 
on Monday, the slowly receding 
stream continued to wash 
rockfill from beneath the 
blacktop causing it to break 
and fall. 

Travelers driving down 
North Fork from Wrigley do 
so at their own risk, local 
highway workers warn. 

Also damaged by floodwaters 
were sections of KY-7 near 
Wrigley and sections of US-460 
near West Libcrtv. 

Damage to the concrete 
bridge carrying US-460 over 
Long Branch at West Liberty 
occurred after 


1700 Residents Are 
Evacuated As Crews 
Sandbag Top of Dam 


Jim Stringer, Lexington and 
Mildred Hall of Pikeville, area: 
led Cross officials, set up a 
Red Cross emergency station at 
Wr gley Grade School Tuesday j 
to take applications for aid , 
from victims of last weekend's j 
flood. 

Mr. Stringer arrived here Mon j 
day to assess the situation in 
the Wrigley area, hardest hit 
during the storm, after being 
not fied by County Civil De 
fer.se Director Russell Brown of 
West Liberty. 

Stringer was accompanied on 
a tour of Wrigley Monday by 
Mrs. Irene Vest, local civil de¬ 
fense food and shelter commit 
tee chairman, and banker Aiden 
Collins. 

The Red Cross officials dis¬ 
pensed emergency aid Tuesday 
in the form of money to meet 
victims’ immediate needs for 
food, clothing, and cleanup. 

Aid is based on need and not 
loss, the officials said. 

The Red Cross workers con¬ 
tinue to accept applications at 
the Wrigley School for assis¬ 
tance from flood victims and 
persons in need are urged to 
apply. 

Mr. Stringer is to meet with 
County Judge Gene Allen, 
Civil Defense Director Brown, 
OKO representatives, and other 
officials this morning to deter¬ 
mine liow much additional aid 
is needed and can be supplied 
by the Red Cross.

Threatened overflow and pos¬ 
sible destruction of Cave Run 
dam "is still touch and go", 
said a Morehead News report¬ 
er on the scene late Wednes¬ 
day. He made the report soon 
after Maj. Gen. Wm. L. Star¬ 
nes, Commander of the U. 
S. Corps of E.iginners for the 
entire Ohio Valley division, 
arrived at the scene. At that 
time floodwaers had reached 
within one inch of the top of 
the lowest sandbag atop the 
dam, and the Licking River 
was continuing to rise at the 
rate of 4-hundredths of a foot 
per hour. 

If waer spills over, it will 
erode the dame. But tributar¬ 
ies of Licking up river in 
Morgan and Menifee had 
commenced falling. Map Gen. 
Starnes was advised. 

Gen. Starnes called a news 
conference at 3:30 p.m. Wed¬ 
nesday and announced that 
"if the dam holds, I will is¬ 
sue an order for a tempor¬ 
ary spillway, lined with heavy 
plastic like the Air Force 
uses to surface new airfields, 
so that similar danger will be 
avoided in the future." 


Committee Will Tour , 
Area Today To Assess 
Crop, Soil Damages 

County officials have asked 
that Morgan Country be de¬ 
clared a disaster area fofllow- 
ing a three-hour electrical 
storm Saturday night which 
dumped almost five inches of 
rain on sections of the county 
causing severe flash flooding, 
widespread crop loss, and 
heavy property dan age in 
some areas. 

Hardest hit by flooding was 
the Wrigley community and 
adjacent areas along North 
Fork from Redwine to Lei¬ 
sure, but crop damage caused 
by wind, hail, and flooding 
was extensive over a large 
area, 

North Fork, which left its 
banks about 12 p.m., drove 
an etimated 20 families from 
their homes, washed aw^y a 
number of vehicles, and de- 
vestated cropland, homes, busi¬ 
nesses, and highways in what 
lesidents say was the worst 
flood ever to hit the commu¬ 
nity. 

Heavy rains again Sunday 
brought North Fork out of its 
banks and across highway’s a 
second time, causing additional 
damage to KY-711 which was 
rendered all but impassable in 
the gorge bellow Wlrigley. 

Red Cross workers, called 
in Monday by 'Morgan Coun¬ 
ty Civil Defense Director 
Russell Brown of West Liberty, 
set up headquar.ers Tuesday 
ir. the Wrigley School to take 
applications for assistance from 
families whose homes were 
flooded and to dispense enter- 
gejnpy aid in the form <~i 
clothing, cash, and maintc - 
nance. 

Not As Bad As '61 Flood 

Though reminiscent of the 
Judy 1961 flood which devas- 


debris from 
the rampaging stream lodged 
beneath the bridge, blocking 
the channel. The obstruction 
caused the floor of the bridge 
to buckle, washed away con¬ 
crete guardrails, and sent 
wator surging into two near¬ 
by homes. 

A smaller bridge located a 
sh<vt distance upstream lead¬ 
ing to residences located be¬ 
hind Frederick and May Lum¬ 
ber Co., was washed out, as 
was the bridge behind Nor¬ 
man Gullett’s home leading to 
the Keeton Heights section. 

County Republican Chairman 
Boyd Blair, said Sturgill told 
him Tuesday that the Highway 
Department plans to move spe¬ 
cial equipment here from other 
counties and commence repair¬ 
ing KY-711 and KY-7 immediate¬ 
ly. Sturgill told Blair that re¬ 
pair of the road damage would

fated nearly half of Morgan 
County's cropland. Civil De¬ 
fense Director Brown said 
damage from last weekend’s 
deluge was not as extensive, 
with severe land and property 
damage this time restricted 
lafgely to the North Fork ( 
area. 

The 1961 flood devastated 
crops, hom e s, land, and roads 
on 12 watersheds in Morgan 
County, left several families 
homeless, and caused more 
than $6 million worth of 
damage. 

Straight Creek, Rockhouse, 
Smith Creek, Little Paint, 
Williams Creek, and the Sand 
Lick and Mine Fork areas, 
left desolate by the 1961 flood, 
escaped last weekend's storm 
virtually unscathed except for 
some crop damage, Brown 
said. 

However, Brown, who tour¬ 
ed flooded areas in the county 
Sunday, said thait crop damage 
caused by hail, wind, and 
flood waters from the weex- 
end storm is quite severe over 
a large area of the county. 

Other Areas Damaged 

At West Liberty, two bridges 
across Long Branch weie 
washed out by Saturday s 
flooding and the US-460 hridg-- 
which crosses Long Branch 
j in the east end of town was 
severely damaged and restrict¬ 
ed to one-lane traffic. Water 
also entered at least two 
homes and damaged floor fur- 
I races ih several other homes 
near the normally shallow 
branch. 

Flash floods caused exten¬ 
sive crop damage on Mordicao, 
Straight Creek, and other 
tributaries of ElkfOrk which 
head on the ridge between 
Elkfork and North Fork. Elk- 
fork also surged out of its 
hanks Sunday and across crop, 
land.

WASHINGTON. D. C. — 
Representative Carl I). Perkins 
(D-Ky.) has announced \ a 
public meeting to discuss black 
lung legislation at 12:30 p.m., 
August 15, at the high school 
gymnasium at Beflry, Ky. 

Perkins is sponsor of current 
propc als to improve the black 
lung benefits se.-tion of the 
Coal Mine Health and Safety 
Act of 1909. 

The Perkins bill, H. R. 9212. 
recently cleared the House 
Committee on Education and 
Labor, of which the Ken¬ 
tuckian is chairman. He ex¬ 
pects to take it to the floor 
of the House of Representatives 
lor a vote within the next 
few weeks. 

Perkins has long been critical 
of the narrow interpretation 
placed upon the black lung 
benefits law by the Federal 
Social Security Administra¬ 
tion. 

‘‘Contrary to the intent of the 
1969 law. the Administration 
has i-educed Social Security 
benefits of those disabled per¬ 
sons who ha\ e been awarded 
black lung benefits. This is 
not right, and I want to cor¬ 
rect it,” Perkins said- 

The Perkins bill would re¬ 
quire that a.n applicant for 
black lung benefits not be 
turned down on the basis of 
X-ray examination alone. 
Numerous cases have been 
cited in which X-ray failed 
to detect the disease. 

The Kentucky Congressman 
said he had received hundreds 
of letters from disabled miners 
who were denied legitimate 
claims after having been herd, 
ed pad an X-rav machine in 
a brief, unsatisfactory exami¬ 
nation. Ho said changes in the 
level of electrical powar in the 
machine might lesult in the 
disease not being detected.
